NATO launches second air attack on Bosnian serbs -

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — U.S. bombs 
destroyed a tank and struck several personnel carri- 
ers outside the besieged Muslim enclave of Gorazde 
on Monday in NATO*s second air strike on 
Bosnian Serb positions in two days. 

After two F-18 warplanes based in Aviano, Italy, 
ended their bombing mission, the Serbs responded 


with renewed_fury,-firing a-barrage-of artillery... 


shells on Muslims holed up in the battered town 35 
miles southeast of Sarajevo. 

Lyndall Sachs, a spokeswoman for the U.N. High 
Commissioner for Refugees in Belgrade, reported 
“indiscriminate shelling” of Gorazde. She said a 
shell landed close to UNHCR offices in Gorazde, 
blowing out all the windows. There were no casual- 
ties. 

Quoting relief workers on the ground, she report- 
ed heavy infantry combat at a hilltop near the town 
center. 

Olivier van Bunnen, a representative of Doctors 
Without Borders in Gorazde, and Gorazde official 
Esad Ohranovic said Serb attacks intensified after 
the NATO air raid. 

“The city is literally burning,” said Ohranovic. 

Doctors Without Borders reported serious over- 
crowding and shortages in the Gorazde hospital.: 


While the air attacks Sunday and Monday were 
officially made to protect U.N. personnel in 
Gorazde, which has been under siege almost two 
years, the air attack seemed aimed more at halting 
an assault on Gorazde that has left an estimated 156 
people dead and 646 wounded in the past 12 days. 

U.N. officials quoted reports from Gorazde that 
200 refugees wege wounded in a single artillery 
attack on a former schoolhouse.

“Once they were out of the 8(a) pro- 
gram and tried to compete in the pri- 
vate sector, they ran into difficulties 
— the old boy network and all of that 
stuff,” he said. 

Alexander says bluntly that the SBA 
program failed to prepare her compa- 
ny for real-world business competi- 
tion, “all of the things you’re shel- 
tered from in the 8(a) program.” 

Graduates who survive warn that 
relying solely on SBA business can 
harm a company’s prospects. 

“We didn’t wait for SBA to knock 
on the door,” said Bob Tucker, owner 
of a Louisiana high-tech counseling 
firm that left the program last year 
and continues to prosper.

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Hosokawa’s resignation puts Japan in tailspin 


TOKYO — The possibility of total gridlock in Japan’s government increased 
today when leaders of the ruling coalition’s conservative faction boycotted a 
meeting called by their more liberal partners. 

It was the clearest illustration yet of an impending split in the government, 
which is struggling to decide who should take over for Prime Minister Morihiro 
Hosokawa, who quit over charges of financial improprieties. 

His announcement Friday brought to. the surface a long-simmering feud 
between a moderate-to-leftist faction in the eight-bloc coalition and a more 
conservative wing led by Japan’s chief power broker, Ichiro Ozawa, who was 
considered the force behind Hosokawa. 

A split would leave Japan with several large minority blocs in parliament, 
none with good prospects of forming a stable governing majority. 

That in turn could mean political paralysis as the Clinton administration pres- 
sures Japan to reduce its $59.3 billion annual trade surplus with the United 
States. 

It was not immediately clear what the leaders of the four anti-Ozawa blocs 
discussed today. They agreed to meet again Tuesday, said an official of the 
Democratic Socialist Party. 


Observers scout Hebron amid violent protest 


HEBRON, Occupied West Bank — An advance team of international 
observers scouted the tense city of Hebron on Monday, and a clash between 
Israeli soldiers and Islamic militants broke cut in their wake. Three Arabs were 
wounded. 

The violence was an indication of the challenge facing the observers, who 
will be sandwiched between Islamic fundamentalists and Jewish militants, and 
face suspicion from both Israelis and Palestinians. 

Leaflets from Islamic militants have threatened attacks on observers, and 
opponents said they viewed the 160-member observer unit as a token designed 
to assuage Palestinian anger but powerless to protect the 80,000 Arabs. 

“We reject the international observers, and the international presence in this 
city,” said Taisir Tamimi, a spokesman for the Islamic Resistance Movement, 
or Hamas. : 


Foreigners flee new fighting in Rwanda 


BUTARE, Rwanda — Chaos, despair and blood flowed through this small 
African country for a fifth day Monday. The air was heavy with the stench 
from thousands of corpses and from the smoke of villages burned by maraud- 
ers. 

Hundreds of foreigners have fled since the ethnic-based violence gripped 
Rwanda. Some foreign aid workers had elected to stay, but even some of the 
most dedicated were packing their bags Monday and hoping to find a way to 
escape. 

In Butare, Rwanda’s second-largest city, refugees from the countryside told 
of gangs of men roaming the countryside, setting fire to villages and hacking 
the residents to death with machetes. 

In Kigali, the capital 50 miles north of Butare, automatic weapons fire in the 
streets played a terrifying counterpoint to the roar of shells on the city’s out- 
skirts. Armed men, many of them clearly drunk, manned checkpoints and went 
house-to-house looking for victims.

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Shea spoons Hatch his own medicine in copycat campaign

As Republican Sen. Orrin Hatch 
deflects attacks that 18 years is too 
long to serve as a national politician, 
that Utah needs a new senator and 


. that he is out of touch with the state, 


he is aware such attacks did not origi- 


. nate from the Democratic Party. 


Instead, Hatch recognizes himself as 
the source of the attacks. 
Hatch, an 18-year incumbent, used 


- the same rhetoric in 1976 to defeat 


then-18-year incumbent Democrat 


_ Frank Moss. Further similarities have 


been found between Hatch’s first 
Senate bid and his Democratic chal- 
lenger Pat Shea’s first Senate bid, and 
the issue of limiting terms is expected 
to shape the campaign debate. 
“Eighteen years ago a man named 
Orrin Hatch filed (for candidacy) 30 


minutes before the deadline,” Shea , 


said after he filed for candidacy 20 
minutes before the March 17 dead- 
line. “Senator Hatch said about Frank 
Moss that 18 years in Washington is 


too long — that it was time for him to 
come home and retire. I think the les- 
son still applies.” 

“We think Hatch’s 18-year tenure is 
a significant issue in this campaign 
and one that Utahns feel very strongly 
about,” said Rob Rice, Shea’s cam- 
paign manager. 

While Shea said he recognizes 
Hatch’s longevity is not the cam- 
paign’s most significant issue, the 
Shea campaign aggressively attacks 
Hatch’s “nearly-a-quarter-century in 
the Senate,” as Rice put it. Rice said 
the Shea campaign plans to maximize 
on the issue. 

Voters identify with the theme of 
limiting terms, a BYU Political 
Science Department poll said. Of the 
800 Utah residents polled, 86 percent 
responded they favor term limits for 
all Congress members — even Hatch. 

While the Democratic Party high- 
lights the similarities between Shea’s 
1994 candidacy and Hatch’s 1976 
candidacy, the Hatch campaign has 
been prepared to respond to the tactic. 

“We saw it coming back in February 


when they couldn’t find anybody to 
run against (Hatch), so they could dig 
somebody up at the last minute and 
draw parallels,” said Charlie Evans, 
Hatch’s campaign manager. 

Hatch campaigners have rehearsed 
well the main difference between 
Hatch’s 1976 candidacy and Shea’s 
run this year. 

“The difference is that Frank Moss 
was a liberal senator in a conservative 
state,” said Paul Smith, Hatch’s press 
secretary. “He lost contact with Utah. 
He lost Utah’s priorities.” 

The Hatch campaign has not let 18 
years in the Senate distance Hatch 
from his constituents, Evans said. 

“When you spend time in the state, 
you get a feeling,” Evans said. “You 
ask, “Am | in touch with these people 
or not?’ Hatch has been very sensitive 
and asks that question.” 

Evans said the campaign has moni- 
tored approval ratings to ensure Hatch 
is not perceived as out of touch, as 
was Moss was in 1976. 

Hatch campaigners attempt to seize 
the debate by pointing out that Utah’s 


power in the Senate is tied to Hatch. 
“Hatch’s seniority in Washington is 

one of the main things we have going 

for us,” Evans said. “We'd be foolish 


_to give up our seniority in losing 


Hatch.” 

While Hatch campaigners refer to 
seniority, Shea campaigners counter 
with “majority.” They assert a senator 
in the minority has little power for 
Utah. 

“With a Democratic presidency,

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Generation lacking a voice 


is not likely to find one 


MTV has labeled the lead singer Kurt Cobain of the popular “Grunge” rock group 
Nirvana who killed himself Friday the voice of the younger generation. 

Cobain and the rest of his group were pioneers of the Grunge movement in 
America. Listening to their music, it is hard to deny they brought a new sound to 
the air waves, which in turn has been labeled as “Grunge.” : 

But was Cobain the voice of America’s younger generation? He might not have 
répresented the entire population, but being an unofficial spokesperson of the 
largest musical fad of the ‘90s, he was correctly labeled as one of the mouthpieces 
for America’s youth. 

‘Although many, especially in this clean-cut valley, debate whether Cobain repre- 
sented them, his songs did reflect certain aspects of this generation such as a search 
for individuality amid a society which promotes conformity. His death also repre- 
sents such aspects as confusion, apathy and the lack of hope that plagues this gen- 
eration. Most are familiar with.the pessimistic outlook given to “twentysome- 
things” faced with few job openings, increasing violence and the possibility of 
never meeting the same standard of living as their parents. 

In his suicide note Cobain recalled a lyric from a-Neil Young song, “It is better to 
burn out, than fade away.” Many in the younger generation are fading away. They 
are living their life with little direction as basic values such as the family, love and 
even life are tossed aside by the world. ! 

Cobain, who left behind his wife Courtney Love and their one-year-old daughter, 
had repeatedly expressed his concern to the media that he was not happy with the 
fact that everyone had placed him on a pedestal to be a role model, apparently not 
wanting to be the voice of the new movement. Perhaps Cobain’s resistance adds an 
ironic twist: to his death — that is, that neither he, nor anyone, is or can be the 
voice of Generation X. 

Largely swept under the carpet of the baby boomers, this generation is a group 
more likely to be always searching for a leader, just as it tries to scavenge an identi- 
ty from its latch key roots. Cobain’s lyrics were not by any means a conclusive 
statement of his generation, just as he did not take his life for the cause of 
Generation X. His suicide, rather, should be seen for what it is: the death of a disaf- 
fected member of a troubled generation that should neither be glorified nor ignored.

Alternatives to issue 


To the Editor: 

For the last several days I have read letters to 
the editor expressing various opinions about 
seeing the movie “Schindler’s List.” The con- 
troversy stems from. whether or not one should 
ignore the counsel of the Brethren and see an 
R-rated film, or avoid a film that makes an 
important contribution to understanding human 
helpfulness during the Nazi holocaust. 

This issue of whether or not to see an R-rated 
film was debated when I was a student here 
and continues during my tenure as a faculty 
member. “‘Schindler’s List” is simply the latest 
vehicle under discussion. 

It seems to me, however, that the arguments, 
both pro and con, polarize the issue and treat it 
as if there were only two alternatives: 1) See 
the movie and disobey explicit counsel; or 2) 
Don’t see the movie and fail to become educat- 
ed and exposed to something of artistic merit. I 
don’t agree with this either/or mentality. 

I think it would be wise for us to step back 
and ask ourselves if there aren’t other alterna- 


tives that might satisfy our desire to become . 


educated and exposed to artistic creations, 


while meeting our desires to follow the counsel ° 


of the Brethren. 

Stephen Spielberg was inspired by the biogra- 
phy of Oskar Schindler. to make a movie 
depicting his experiences during the holocaust. 
Couldn’t we be similarly inspired and educated 
by reading the same book? 

Is this. the only story of Jewish rescuers dur- 
ing the war? Have we attempted to identify 
other sources, both literary and cinematic, that 
tell similar stories? Would it really disrupt the 
artistic integrity of the film to see it edited for 
television or when it plays at the Varsity 
Theater? 

I don’t know the answers to all of the above 


questions, and I don’t even know if the courses 
of action they suggest are better alternatives 
than seeing the movie. But I do know that 
alternatives do exist beyond either seeing this 
particular movie now or being forever ignorant. 
Isn’t one purpose of the university experience 
to develop the capacity to think critically about 
issues and examine alternative courses of 
action? It’s unfortunate to see so much thought 
spent arguing polarized positions instead of 
trying to construct a means whereby our spiri- 
tual and intel!ectual needs might be satisfied.

nent residency in the United States by 
registering for the. Diversity 
Immigrant Visa, also known as the 
Visa “Lottery” Program. 

“The Diversity Immigrant Visa 
(DV-1) seeks to give more diversity 
in the, immigrant visas,” said 


“There is no application form or fee 
needed to apply,” Okawa said. “No 
signature is required or pictures. The 
only requirement is a high school 


_ education or its equivalent.” 


He said the applicant needs to 
include the following information 
typed or printed clearly on a piece of 
paper in the English alphabet: 
Applicant’s full name, underlined last 
name first; applicant’s birthdate (day, 
month, year). and place of birth 
(city/town, district/county/province/, 
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International students can receive visa in lottery — 


country); Name, date and place of 
birth of applicant’s spouse and chil- 
dren (under 21) if any; applicants 
mailing address; and native country if 
different from country of birth. 

The application period for the DV-1 
visas to be issued during the fiscal 
year of 1995 begins June | and lasts 
until midnight June 30. 

“It’s not a race. It doesn’t matter 
who gets their letter there first 
because it’s not first come first 
served,” Okawa said. 


Only one application per person 
may be submitted during the registra- _ 
tion period, he said. oe Se 

Applications must be sent to the fol- 
lowing address: DV-1 Program:

Cobain’s wife reads suicide note |

Kurt Cobain’s widow read from his 
suicide note in a recording played for 
thousands of young people who gath- 
ered at a candlelight vigil to cry for 
the grunge rocker and curse him for 
killing himself. 

About 4,500 mourners, mostly in 
their teens and 20s, listened solemnly 
Sunday to the tape of Courtney Love 
reading from Cobain’s note. 

“T haven’t felt the excitement for so 
many. years. I felt guilty for so many 
years,” Courtney Love said on the 
tape as tears flowed freely in the 
crowd. “The fact is I can’t fool you, 
any one of you. The worst crime is

Welfare mistakes, fraud 
cost system $1 billion ~

WASHINGTON — Welfare recipi- 
ents were overpaid $1 billion in 1991 
because of fraud and mistakes by 
state agencies and the families col- 
lecting monthly benefits, according to 
a federal survey. : 

The survey also found that thou- 
sands of other poor families with chil- 
dren were improperly denied welfare 
benefits by state and county workers 
responsible for deciding eligibility for 
Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children. 


The survey by the Department of. 


Health and Human Services measures 
mistakes by agency employees and 
fraud and errors by welfare recipients. 
It found that overpayments accounted 
for $1 billion of the $20.7 billion paid 
to low-income families in 1991, an 
error rate of 4.96 percent and the low- 
est on record. 

Conservative welfare experts say the 
survey fails to measure more sophisti- 
cated or hard-to-catch fraud by recipi- 
ents who work off the books or by 
using phony IDs, hide assets, claim 
fictitious children, or “double dip” 
and collect benefits in two locations. 

But liberals complain that casework- 
ers put more effort into keeping errors 
down than helping single mothers on 
welfare become self-sufficient.

Utah rivers not specially designated by Conge

Despite numerous eligible locations, 
Utah remains one of 12 states with no 
rivers or streams designated by 
Congress as wild and scenic. 

The Wild and Scenic Rivers Act of 
1968 was enacted to safeguard free- 
flowing rivers and their surrounding 
environments, said Margaret Kelsey, 
wilderness coordinator for the Bureau 
of Land Management. 

“It’s a protection,” Kelsey said. 
“The intent was to preserve outstand- 


ing rivers in their free-flowing state. - 


Congress became concerned because 
a lot of rivers were being dammed.” 

Despite the numerous rivers and 
streams in Utah eligible to receive the 
designation, none have been named 
by Congress, said Reese Pope, plan- 
ning staff officer in the Wasatch- 
Cache National Forest Service. 

“Just bécause it gets recognized 
doesn’t mean that Congress will agree 


with it or not,” Pope said. 

However, he added that “there’s 
quite a few still in limbo.” 

To receive approval by Congress, a 
river or stream must be studied and 
nominated by state or governmental 
agencies, Pope said. To qualify, the 
agency must show that the water 
source is free-flowing and has “out- 
standingly remarkable” value for 
recreational, historical, geological, 
ecological or other reasons. 

Essentially, the river or stream must 
be “among the best of the best of that 
type of value,” Pope said. 

Utah is without wild and scenic 
river designations both because of the 
political atmosphere and because the 
wording of the act is unclear, govern- 
ment employees said. 

“I guess that probably, politically 
speaking, at this time it hasn’t come 
together yet,” Kelsey said. 

Pope added that the definition of 
free-flowing in the act often creates 
problems for agencies nominating
